| Respected 
doctor dies 
after plane 
crash

_Members of the local medical communi- 
ty struggled to come to grips with the death 
of a colleague that served the first decade of 
his career at Mercy Hospital Grayling. 
Dr. Patrick J. McNamara, 52, who died as 
the result of injuries sustained in a plane 
crash last week, was known for his gentle 
bedside manner and positive attitude.

Police reported that McNamara, the pilot of 
a small two-seat aircraft and his passenger, 
Christopher A. Hasty, 32, both of Gaylord, 
were killed when McNamara attempted an 
emergency landing on I-75 around 6:28 | 
. pm. on Tuesday, Oct. 27 north of 

Vanderbilt. " 
Set, Jeff Gorno from the Gaylord Post of 
the Michigan State Police, said the crash 
occurred on southbound I-75 near Sturgeon 
Valley Road. Gorno said the plane may 
have been experiencing engine trouble 
when it attempted to land and nearly. hit 
several vehicles before it crashed into a 
ditch.

Camp Lehman 
shuttered for 
good as final 
prisoners leave

The last prisoners housed at Camp 
_ Lehman were bussed to other prison facili- 
ties on Friday as the Michigan Department 
of Corrections shut down the last camp in. 
the state's prison camp system. 

In June, MDOC officials announced the 
closure of five prison camps and three 
_ prison facilities located across the’ state, 
including Camp Lehman in Crawford 
County. Camp Lehman, located off of 
Hartwick Pines Road, called Crawford 
County home for 46 years. 

The last of 32 prisoners were sent to pris- 
ons all over the state from Marquette in the 
Upper Peninsula to the hub of Michigan's 
prison system in Jackson, said Lt. Thane 
Doremire, a supervisor at Camp Lehman. 

Camp Lehman had the capacity to house 
up to 382 prisoners. Some of the prisoners 
paroled out, but only after they served the 
minimum tine for their prison sentences.

2008, 
Kuszak had just finished 
bottling some of his home- 
made beer that he aptly 
calls, “Johnny's Brew.” He 
put the beer in a refrigerator 
in his. woodshop, and then 
mowed his.grass. As he was 
making his way around the 
yard, Kuszak started seeing 
heat waves in the area. 


When he was finished mow- | 


ing the yard, Kuszak was 
washing off his mower 
deck, when he Jooked up 


and’ saw the woodshop was 
on fire. 

A former Crawford 
County Sheriffs Office 
Reserve Deputy, Kuszak 
called Central Dispatch as 
he moved his van, which 
was parked between the 
woodshop and his house. 

The Grayling Fire 
Department was there with- 
‘in minutes, but the fire was 
so ‘hot, ‘it destroyed’, the 
woodshop and all the con- 
tents inside. 

The cause of the blaze 
was a chipmunk’s nest that 
was blocking the fan from 
rotating. The compressor 
was cooling the beer at first, 
but malfunctioned and start- 
ed the blaze. 

“It finally got hot enough 
and that was the end of the 
woodshop,” Kuszak said. 

With the cooperation of 
his. insurance company, 
Crawford County Sheriff 
Kirk Wakefield, Crawford 
County Sheriffs Deputies 
and family, Kuszak was able 
to build a new woodshop 
three-fourth larger then his 
original home away from 
home. He used wood that 
was discarded from Stephan 
Wood Products and 
obtained equipment from 
Detroit schools, which were 
auctioning off woodshop 
equipment. 

“Sure they're old, but they 
work perfect,” Kuszak said. 

Kuszak built the two 
woodshops on his property, 
plus an addition on his 
home, which has all wooden 
floors. Two guest bedrooms 
provide ample room since 
the Kuszaks have 14 grand- 
children and two great- 
grandchildren. 

A bar in Kuszak's “man 
cave,” located at the rear of 
his house, was made from 
an. oak tree and pine tree 
that were cut down in front 
of former Grayling State 
Bank when Citizens Bank 
assumed ownership of the 
branch, 

Kuszak has been asked to 
replicate outdoor wooden 
planters and ornaments for 
customers or people that 
have, heard about his busi- 
ness. Currently, Kuszak is 
working on a door for a 
Luzerne couple, who 
recently purchased a cabin 
built in 1951 and wanted the 
bottom of door, which was 
damaged from exposure to 
the elements and rot, recre- 
ated to its original design.

Of the 107 corrections 
officers employed at Camp 
Lehman, most transferred to 
other facilities and only five 
corrections officers were 
laid off, Doremire said. 

In addition to Camp 
Lehman, Camp Cusino in 
Shingleton, Camp Kitwen 
in Painesdale, Camp Ottawa 
in lron River and Camp 
White Lake were also 
closed, signaling an end to 
the MDOC's prison camp 
program. 

The camp program is the 
lowest level of incarceration 
in the state’s prison systern, 
but still involves keeping 
prisoners within a fenced in 
perimeter. . 

Prisons that were closed 
as part of the reorganization 


of correctional’ facilities 
include the Muskegon 
Correctional Facility, 
Standish Maximum 


Correctional Facility and 
Hiawatha Correctional 
Facility in Kincheloe. The 


‘Standish 


Maximum 
Correctional. Facility was a 
sister facility 
Lehman and _ provided 
administration for its opera- 
tions, 

Fhe reorganization efforts 
are expected to reduce 
prison spending by $120 
million. It cost $12 million 
per year to operate Camp 
Lehman, said John Cordell, 
spokesman for the Michigan 
Department of Corrections.

than $100 million. 

Cordell said MDOC offi- 
cials have not heard whether 
the state is or is not in the 
running for the possibility 


of keeping the detainees, | 


who could be charged and 
prosecuted, either tn mili- 
tary or federal criminal 
courts, 

“Now that it is empty - it's 
certainly available for use 
by another agency,” Cordell 
said, 

Cordell, however, said 
that Gov. Jennifer M. 
Granholm would not con- 
sider bringing the terrorist 
detainees to Michigan until 
several questions about 
security and funding were 
answered, 

Doremire said he did not 
believe it was feasible to 
bring the detainees to the 
Standish prison. 

“We don't want those peo- 
ple on our soil if we can 
help it,” he said.

City places moratorium on outdoor wood stoves

While the region is mov- 
ing hot and heavy into the 
winter heating season, the 
Grayling City Council 
passed a temporary morato- 
rium on permitting outdoor 
wood burning stoves in the 
City. 

The city council, at its 
regular monthly meeting 
last week, referred the issue 
of developing standards for 
the placement of outdoor 
wood burning stoves to the 


Grayling. City Planning’ 


Commission. 

Outdoor wood burning 
stoves contain a water jack- 
et and heat exchanger. 
Underground-insulated pip- 
ing is used to push heated 
water into a home or other 
building. The stoves work in 
conjugation with existing 
heating sources to cut down 
on propane, natural gas and 
fuel bills. The outdoor wood 
buming stoves can be used 
to heat hot water through a 
water-to-water 
exchanger. Finally, the 
stoves can be used to heat 
multiple buildings such as 
houses, garages, sheds, 
greenhouses, workshops 
and barns without using 


* heat 


other heating sources. . 
Graying City Manager 
David Thayer said very few 
communities in northern 
Michigan have developed 
zoning standards for out- 
door wood burning stoves. 
Other communities have 
banned the use of wood 
burning stoves altogether. 
Joe Duran, director for 
the Crawford County 
Building and Zoning 
Department, told city offi- 
clals that the wood burning 
stoves must be 10 feet away 
from a home, Thayer said, 
Thayer said city planners 


would be tasked with devel-. 
oping set back standards for 
_the wood burning stoves 


from homes and neighbor- 
ing homes. He added there 
also needs to set back stan- 


dards for woodpiles used to 


fire the stoves. 

Thayer said city and 
Grayling Fire Department 
officials fear sparks flying 
from the wood burning 
stoves and igniting the 


-woodpiles or neighboring 


homes, especially in high 

density residential areas. 
“Once one fire: starts, it 

continues down the block,” 


- Thayer said.

for the next one,” Strohpaul 
said. 
City planners will also 
study the chimneys used by 
the outdoor wood burning 
stoves, Thayer said the 
chimneys need to be tall 


enough to get smoke up into 
the air stream to allow the 


smoke to dissipate. Thayer 
added there is one woman m 
the city that has sought hos- 
pitalization due to smoke 
coming from a neighbor's 
outdoor wood burning stove 
and she sleeps on her couch 
instead of her bedroom 
because of the smoke. 

“{t's not just a campfire,” 


Thayer said. “This has 


become a very serious 
health issue.” 
Strohpaul added that 


planners must also consider 


there is an ordinance which © 


prohibits burning in the city 
when developing standards 
for the wood burners. 

“The safety aspect is the 
most important issue,” 
Strohpaul said. 

Thayer said he would 
seek input from city man- 
agers across Michigan for 
potential standards to fol- 
low. He hopes ‘that planners 
can have the standards ready 
for city council's approval 
by January. 

“We need to find an equal 
balance between homeown- 
ers and the neighbors and 
the potential risks,” Thayer 
said.

Five not-so-easy steps to fix Michigan 


“Make Michigan’s tax and regu- 
latory code the most competitive 
in the United States. 

“Invest in the infrastructure and 
education programs. that enable 
job creation, 

“And use the resources of the 
state to encourage entrepreneur- 
ship and innovation.” 

* * * 

WELL, SURE. Who can argue 
with these suggestions? Let’s do it. 

These are mighty fine ideas, and 
once enacted they could help put 
Michigan on the fast track to gov- 
ernment responsibility and sane 
tax-and-spend policies. 

Now the question is how to do it 

.. and therein lies the problems. 

Not to belittle the study and con- 
cern of the 75 business leaders 
responsible for this list, but an 


anecdote from the past may apply 


here. 
During Worid War I, American 
and allied shipping was bedeviled 


by German U-boats attacking and 


sinking both military and non-mil- 
itary vessels all across the Atlantic. 
Military leaders called a high- 


level meeting to find an answer, 
and one participant — probably a 
university professor or other deep 
thinker — offered a profound solu- 
tion. 

“Boil the ocean,” he said, “and 
your U-boat problem is solved. 
Their subs can never survive that.” 

But, asked the practical folks, 
how do you do that? 

“Details, details,” was the reply. 
‘“T’m just the idea guy. It’s up to 
you to make it happen.” 

I’m afraid making significant 
government reforms happen, as 
this group of CEOs.has outlined, 
may be just as difficult as boiling 
an ocean. 

* * * 

GOVERNOR PERLES - In 
case those who watch Michigan 
politics may have forgotten, 
George Perles of East Lansing stil! 
plans to run for governor next year. 

Mr. Perles a year or so ago satd 
he planned to run for the 
Democratic nomination for gover- 


nor in 2010, and according to. 


recent news reports, he still does. 
He plans to begin his campaign 


after New Year’s Day, which 
makes sense, because then the col- 
lege football season will be over, 
and the Detroit-based Little 
Caesar’s Pizza Bowl, which Mr. 
Perles heads, will be complete. 

George Perles was a successful 
football coach at Michigan State 
University, which means his teams 
won more games than they lost 
during his 1983-94 tenure as 
coach, and at MSU that means he 
was a successful football coach. 

He was born and raised in 
Detroit, and is a graduate of MSU, 
where he also played football. In 
2006 he was elected to the MSU 
board of trustees. 

In a recent interview Mr. Perles 
was asked what he would do to 
help Michigan as governor. His 


. response: 


“We have to get necple to come 
back’ to this state, give them tax 
breaks, and let them have a chance 
to own businesses so people can 
buy cars and homes. We have to 
get the economy going...” 

And another question about 
what he has learned about politics 


as an MSU trustee: 

“It’s all about money and financ- 
ing. The more we cut the more 
people we hurt. We have to be 
more positive and invest.. 

What I get from this brief. 
exchange.is that as governor, Mr. 
Perles wants to give more tax 
breaks, which reduces state rev- 
enue, and stop cutting aid to peo- 
ple, which increases state spend- 
ing. Gov. Perles probably would fit 
right in down at the state capital. 

As a point of fact, these Perles 
views probably mirror how most 


Michigan voters think, too — which 


is a big reason the five easy steps 
to fix the state, as outlined in’ the 
first part of this essay, or any sig- 
nificant and meaningful improve- 
ments in the operation of state 
government - could be almost as 
difficult as boiling the Atlantic 
Ocean.

While flu-like illnesses 
increase, vaccine not 
widely available 


The health department is 
receiving — reports of 
increased school absences 
due to flu-like illness. These 
illnesses are part of an 
expected trend playing out 
across the state as people 
begin paying more attention 
to chills, fever, sniffles, body 
aches, and other symptoms 
that may signal influenza. 

“Tt is clear that the flu is 
Starting to touch our area”, 
said Linda VanGills, health 
officer for- District Health 
Department #10. “And it’s 
very likely that the vast 
majority of these flu cases 
are due to HIN1.” 

HIN] flu (formerly called 
swine flu) first emerged last 
spring and continued to 
cause infection throughout 
the summer. According to 
the latest report from CDC, 
more than 99 percent of the 
flu identified in labs nation- 
' ally in the past few weeks 
has been HIN). 

“HIN never really went 
away and is now increasing 
as. schools are back in ses- 
sion and more people are 
indoors in close quarters 
with one another,” said 
_ VanGills, 

. “Influenza spreads quite 
easily from person to person 
‘through coughing and 
sneezing,’ said Dr James 

Wilson, health department 
medical director. “A specific 
lab test must be done to 
prove it’s HINI, but know- 
ing the type of flu realiy 
doesn’t change the treat- 
ment. If someone is sick 
with classic flu symptoms, 
chances are it’s HIN1.” 

Simple precautions can 
‘help prevent spread of the 
flu. Stay home when you're 
sick, unléss you are severe- 
ly ill. Most people recover 
from the flu without needing 
medical treatment. Stay 
home for at least 24 hours 
after your fever is gone with- 
out. using. medicines. .

water, or use alcohol based 
hand gel. 

“If you’re pregnant, under 
age 5, have a chronic health 
condition, or have difficulty 
breathing, you should defi- 
nitely seek medical care. But 
if you go in and you don’t 
have the flu, you could catch 
it from people who do have 
it. And if you go in with just 
mild illness, you can still 
spread it to people who may 
have a hard time fighting off 
any infection,” said 
VanGills. 

Vaccination is the single 
best way to prevent the flu. 
However, HIN! was identi- 


fied too late to be included 


in this year’s seasonal flu 


shot. Production and testing » 


of anew HINI vaccine has 
been completed, but vaccine 
is not, yet available in large 
quantities. 

“The first batches of vac- 
cine have begun to arrive 
and we will .be receiving 
more and more each week. 
We need to focus first on 
those individuals who are at 
highest risk for serious ill- 
ness from H1N1 based on 
patterns of illness these past 
few .months, or who may 
spr@w@ it to people at high 
risk,” said VanGills.

Traverse City - River of 
‘Gold exhibit. At the turn of 
the 19th century, the Rio . 
Grande de Coclé, a river in 
central Panama, changed its 
course, and people began to 
find precious gold objects 
on its banks. In the early 
1900s, stories began to cir- 
culate of children playing 
marbles with gold beads 
found in the great river. It 
wasn’t until the late 1920s, 
however, when large quanti- 
lies of gold ornaments were 
discovered, that news of the 
phenomenon, a veritable 
“river of gold”, began to 
spread. 

In 1940, an expedition 
from the University of 
Pennsylvania Museum of 
Archaeology and 
Anthropology excavated an 
ancient cemetery, revealed 
by the river’s shift, discov- 
ering rich and remarkable 
evidence of a thriving, Pre- 
Columbian civilization that 
had inhabited the region 
more than a thousand years 
before. The treasures 
unearthed during the Penn 
Museum excavation are dis- 
played together, for the first 
time within their cultural 
context, in River of Gold. 
The exhibition opened at the 
Dennos Museum Center of 
Northwestern Michigan 
College in October and con- 
tinues through March 28, 
2010.
